Tho Juatlco, courage, loyalty, friand- 
ahip and hoapltallty of ihia people 
cniiiJ not l<i> ((iiPHtloned, No man came 
'iiir.i^r> uhii ih.'y tM hlin not. nttked 
and ihey cioih'd htm not Their word 
waa BBcred. Covananb and treatua 
made with them were wavary lutance 
broken by whlW utn. Tbm war* 
•omo ot tha IdealB that pormeatod tba 
undent American cIvHIaatlon and 
mrirte poMlbla a real democracy. 

The IroquoU, rocognlilng the righta 
of a:i the poopte and Iheir right to 
rule thatnaelve^ worked out a aoelal 
organlim that waa almoal uaal In 
racotlng the necde of tho Plva NaUona. 
Tti Juki Ice, equality end tratitmlty 
aplrit baa never been equalled or aur- 
paeB<>il. Ita one IbnllaUon waa that 
It ilid not go far enough, did not In- 
i-ltide mankind. Within Ha workinga 
we and tha rtght ot popular namlia- 
ikm, tha. right ot tha raMU uA tha 
rlKht of equal aiKTraga. 

The purpoaa of the league wma 
thruuirh orianiutton and union to for- 
ever alnp ,the wanton aheddlng of 
human blood, and to develop the arta 
of peaca. It wai ■ Magua to anforaa 
peaea. The eymbol ot thla paijN 
league was the evergrowing Urea Mm 
whoee trunk new branchea warn aver 
•priaging forth until there ahould be 
n branch for eveo' imiion of the earth. 
Raoh tribe waa bound by ita moat 
aicrad righti and ceramonlea ta kMp 
peace among Ita membara and to m- 
cure other tribM to Join It hi thla pnr- 
poee. 

Whila all the peopTn could rule, only 
thoiie trained from blrlh In rute could 
be elected to the Con trde rate Council, 
which oonaiaied of fifty roydlyana^ 
noble ehlafa. Theaa chief! wera alaotad 
from tha varieua alana.or pbntriM 
There wen daflhlto Uwi on clan mar- 
riage, therefore every child waa bom 
Into a group or clan having • deflnlta 
reUtlonahlp to other groupe. Not alt 
children were irarn into the chieftain- 
ship l:no. Thnee that were, received 
tho oiBaa bohUng "nMBat" and ware 
tiafnad for that oOm^

Theao chleta were nomliuitad by cer- 
tain noble women, motbeTV of the elaiii 
In whoie famlUaa the tltlaa ware ha- 
redltary. Tha nomlnatlona wan then 
oonllrmed by popular oenBoUa .of hoth 
men aad woman, and than by the Con- 
federate Caunoll. WUIa the fifty 
SBchema were In a aanaa hereditary, It 
w:is oiucted of ihem that they meaa- 
ure well to tha imaauring atlok out 
uiil outdo tor a laabim. nr taataBoe, 
It a vanncv oe mr rad tn tba oanaeU 
•04 sehlat wa»to ba "ralMd up" the 
motbar of tba dan or family ta wbloh 
the vacancy eccurtad, who tiad (he 
"nnme" of tha oRloe In har kaoplng, 
oould confer It upon any male of ber 
own tine of daaeant wbmn aba oon- 
aldercd beat Bttad. Uanally tba aldMl 
ion aC tha dan waulA ba abciM, but If 
hli UCi raoard did not gu«raniaa tha 
nomination, another waa eeleoted. Bt- 
Iglblllty 10 a eeet In the ooundl ma 
bofcd on the«e vlrtiM: Truthtulnaea. 
iiciieroiilt)', aelt-contivl. moral aounge. 
peraonol chaatlty. eoolal MrrtM and 
rellgloua aplrit, 

ThOM requlMraaBti wan aetimnr 
demanded, aitd a ehlef who pro««d 
derelict oould be r•eall'^d and deptmed 
(Ilia horna knocked off) by the mother 
of the clnn, after Judgmeol In the peo- 
.lito'a council, which invariably eon- 
Ormed bar a« of dopoaWoa. Thua a 
wholanmo rinlry wu onabUibad. 
EMh man who waa eligible to oblaf- 
Inlnihlp trained and dUdpltoed blm- 
aelf to become worthy ot tho hoBor. 
Hiii'h a ayilem produced ttalaed an! 
proved thlnkere In the counoa 

Popular eouaoUi wan aln biM to 
cheok, medUy and demand aetlan of 
tba Coniadanta Council. The wu* 
ohiat at all thmi oerved aa a public 
aarvlca conunlmtoner. ' To him any 
cauaa cnuld be taken «« MV QWi ^ 
both men end women. 

In order that no man at value 
mliht be debarred tren mrring the 
people and the Ureal PaaM, it not 
bora Into tho I'hlettamahlp line, 
"Chleta at l^rxe" were elected by tha 
people in th" (•niim-ll. They were 
ctJled "I'liie Trei>" chiefs, tiecauee Ihey 
Htood to Htronic and upaiandlng among 
tho Rcople, and bad proved that their 
fcrt were rooted In honeaty and truth, 
and that thtlr head* raached to the 
aky— they i?ouId aee tar. In thla way 
the IroquoU uaed lha heada of Ul 
their thlnklnii men and women to 
wTfo ihi- iieoiile. And ail Mrved wllh- 
thuiight I't rompenaatlon aa a 


agreed' and tho flrekeeperi were op.

"^STttadUUaa «f tba Oiwt 9mm 
law toy In tba madwd br wMob worM 
peaca waa to bi Mmrad, It bram-hei 
did not grow naturally on tha Oreat 
Peace tree. Ihay were gritfted on by 
force, reaca mcuaiea were aent out 
to ofbor tribei inviting ihem to alt 
Wllb lh« Iraquoll under the areat 
Trea o( PHMia. A . tribe rctuaing to 
accept tbraa tbwa tWo laritatlon wai 
conaldared an animy, and a war of 
■maliamatlon waa begun. Naturally 
there were eome tribe* that either did 
not ace the value of coallUon tor peace 
or . did not wlafa lo aubmit to condi 
tlona at>d law^ \hey had had no band 
In making. H«n lha Iroquoti forgot 
tha right ot aviry nation to gorarn 
Itaelf. Evidently It did not occur to 
them that Ihia waa not democracy, m 
mf-t were (hey thKt Ihey. Ihe IroquoU 
— Onfftcf oirch, real or awpertor men, 
ai the noma Impllea^knew what waa 
bait ot alt paoplaa. OaKMi tba ru*a

What Ihia lint MMiwa lo Enforce 
Peace mlaht have aircompllihed had

It to lueb a people that wa have 
made wanta and minora. It U aueh a 
people thai we have mkde without a 
country, confueed and broken, without 
eoclal or legal ilalui. It la luoh a peo- 
ple whoM Mall wa hAVo daitnyod, 
wboaa apiriti an haVa humittual 
whom wa have diprivad of reeponol 
blllty, of action, of growth, of aco 
nomic Indepandence, pt traadom, of 
that dlvino right ot every initvMUal, 
the right Iq be onemlt 

To-day wa aro waging war tor tba 
righU of mtki pMpIea. In tha woMi 
ot our Pntfdant, "Tbat na nation may 
aeek to astand lU pMey over anotbar 
nation or people, but ibnt every peo- 
ple may be left fre<' to ileiermlne Ita 
own poller, and Itn own way ot da- 
vetopmeni, unhindered, unthroeiened, 
and unafraid." To-day are an aaaur- 
ing WcWm that aha ihaU agnln be 
rnta nato bar place among tha paaplea 
of the earih. Would '.t not bti oorMlel 
ent aleo to reatore 10 the nm real 
Americana their place among the peo- 
ple! of (he Mrth? They have defied 
the noaltlng pot They have been too 
great ta abaorb, Katun prm r vM hM 
type until ihe haa achieved bar pur- 
poaa— until the child la bom. Mayhap 
the new American democracy now 
alMmlBg will yet be cradled on tba 
pappoaei board of the old.
